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DECISION 
This is a reference under Section 36A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947 made by the Government for interpreting the following Annexure and 
to make a decision : 

Agnexure 
" The date from which the ratio of 5 : 3: 2 for promotiou to the cadre of 
Junior Engineers should take effect" . 

2. The Industrial Disute No. 13 of 1964 was referred to this Court 
under Section 10 ( 1) (d ) for adjudication . The partie were the Kerala 
State Electricity Board, Trivandrum and the workmen of the above concern 
represented by the President, Electricity Board Executive Employees Union , 
Ernakulam . of the three issues referred for adjudication the first issue was 

Promotion and appointment to the cadre of Junior Engineers" . This Court 
has passed an award in the said industrial dispute 13 of 1964 , which was 
published in Kerala Gazette No. 18 dated 9th May 1957 in which , regarding 
No. 1 issue it was held that the Board has no right to make a unilateral deci 
sion concerning themaintenance of the ratio of 5 :3 :2 in the matter ofappoint 
ment and promotion of Junior Engineers from among the degree-holders, 
diplomates and certificate holders and that the system which was prevalent, 
viz., adhering to the ratio of 5 : 3 :2 in the matter of promotion and recruit 
ment as Junior Engineers , up to the date 13-10-962, shall be continued ” . 
The present reference is for the interpretation and decision regarding the 
date from which the ratio 5 :3 :2 for promotion to the cadre of Junior 
Engineers should take effect. 

3. Pursuant to summons the parties appeared and requested for time for 
submission of their statements respectively , which was granted . In the 
meantime the Kerala State Electricity Board Junior Engineers Association , 
Idikki, filed an original petition before the Kerala High Court and obtained 
an interim injunction restrainir g th s Tribunal from proceeding further with 
the matter of reference under Section 361 But the order of interim injunction 
wasimmediately vacated and thereafter the said Kerla State Electricity 
Board Junior Engineers Association , submitted a petition along with an 
affidavit for impleading them in the array of parties in this proceedings. 

4. The Electricity Board Executive Employees Union submitted their 
statement concerning the interpretation of the annexure as well as a counter 
alfidavit against the affid evit filed by the Engineers Association for seeking 
impleadment. In the statementregarding the clarification , the Union has 
cited the relevant portion of the award for interpretation, which is as 
follows: 

“ Therefore considering all the facts and circumstances of the case, 
I hold that the Board has no right to akc a unilateral decision 
concerning the maintenance of the ratio 5 :3 : 2 in the matter of 
appointmeat and promotion of Junior Engineers from among the 
degree holders, diplomates and ccrtificate- holders and that the 
system which was prevalent, viz., adhering to the ratio of 5 :3 :2 
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in the matter of promotion and recruitment as Junior Engineers, 
up to the date 13-10-1962, shall be continued . The is ue is 

found accordingly" . 
The Union has contended tegarding the afore-mentioned portion of the 
award , that it is clear , that the Tribunal has directed, that the system 
prevalent upto 13-10-1962 should be continued, that this observation coupled 
with the earlier observations that the Board has no right to make a unilateral 
decision makes it clear, that the same ratio will have to be continued from 
the date on which it was discontinued, i.e., 13-10-1962 . They have also 
contended further as follows:-- 

This Tribunal has found that it was illegal on the part of the Board 
to discontinue the ratio existing prior to 13-10-1962 :ind it hid no right to 
do so . In the light of this finding if the ratio existiag prior to 13-10-1962 is 
not directed to continued after 13-10-1962 also , the same will be tinta 
mount to allowing the Board for contination of the illegality . The 
Executive Employees Union has concluded their statement with a prayer for 
a decision in their favour . 

5. The Kerala State Electricity Bard submitted their statement in 
which they ha , e contended that a doubt has been created as to whether the 
system which was prevalent up to 13-10-19: 2 is to be continued from that 
date or only from the date of the award. They have asserted that the 
Tribunal has not specifically held that the system shall be continued from 
13-10-1962 and so the finding is to operate uniy from the date of the award . 
It was also affirmed that if the ratio is to be applied from 13-10-1962 it will 
work serious hardships to the cadre ofGraduate Engineers who have put in 
a considerable long service. Surprisingly they have added that, yet the 
Board examined the entire matter in detail and passed an order dated 
10-4-1968 adopting provisionally the ratio of 5 : 3 : 2 to be followed continu 
ously from 13-10-1962. They have pointedout that the award in I. D. 
13 of 196 ! is itself being question d is O. P. 1124 of 1968 bei re the Hon ble 
High Court and the afore-mentioned decision of the Board is subject to 
the decision in the original petition. 

6. The impleading petition filed by the Kerala State Electricity Board 
Junior Engineers Association , Idikki, under Section 18 ( 3) (b ) of the 
Industrial Di putes Act 1917, was accompanied with an affidavit in which it 
was affirmed as follows: 

Quite a large number ofGraduates have been appointed as Junior 
Engineers during the pendency of adjudication proceedings in I. D. 13 of 
1964 and even subsequently . The award , therefo e, affects the Junior 
Engineers who are now in the Bard s service. They are vitally interested 
in the fixation of the date ofoperation of the award and it would directly 
affect even their continuance in the service of the Board . 


The deponent has concluded with a prayer that the petitioner Associ 
ation may also be impleaded and given an apportunity to place its case 
before the Tribunal before the reference is awarded . 

7. The Executive Employees Union submitted a counter affidavit in 
which it was affirmed as under : 

Only a few Graduate Engine rs have been appointed subsequent to 
13-10-1962 and their appointments were made specifically subject to the 
decision in the dispute. The members o : the petitioner Association should have 
questioned the award in appropriate proceedin " s within time, but they have 
not done so . Now they have filed . P. No. 1 ! 24 of 1963 before the Kerala 
High Court questioning the validity of the award and in the said proceedings 
this Union has questioned their r ght to fie the writ petition itself. There is 
no provision of law under which the petitioner could be impleaded . The 
notification referring the award for clarification was issued as early as 
13-11-1967 and the impleading petition filed during March 1968 is much 
delayed and deserves only to be dismisscd . 

8. The Kerala State Electricity Board has not filed any objections against 
the petition for impleadment of the Engineers Association . 

9. The Kerala State Electricity Board Junior Engineers ’ Association filed 
another affidavit in reply to the counter affidavit filed by the Executive 
Employecs Union on the 4th day of June 1958 in which the deponent has 
asserted that out ofthe 300 Graduate Engineers in the service of the Board 
about 280 are members of the Association , that more than 80 Graduate 
Junior Engineers have bce. taken into service by the Board after 1964 and 
that only four Graduate Junior Engineers have joined the Executive 
Employees Union . 

10. A third affidavit also was filed by the Junior Engineers Association 
dated 28.6.1968 in which the deponent wio is the President of the Associa 
tion has affirmed that the total membership of the Association is 242 out of 
310 Graduate Engineers and that tae appointments made after 13-10-1962 
were not subject to the decision of the dispute in I. D. 13 of 1964. 

11. As a repl ; to these affidavits the Executive Employees Union has 
filed another couster affidavit on 22-7-1968 11 which it was affirmed that 
the alleged raembership of the Association is not correct, that on 3-4-1965 
the Executive Employees Union representing the entire executive employees 
of the Board and the Board , entered into conciliation settlement 
whereunder both the parties have agreed that the Junior Engineers will not 
be workers as defined under the Industrial Disputes Act and the said 
settlement was in force till 30-10-1966 

12. Later on another petition and an affidavit were filed by the 
Junior Engineers Association calling for certain documents to be produced 
by the Board which was ordered accordingly . 

19. Thereafter the Board produced the gradation list of the Electrical 
Junior Engineers and the learned counsel of the Board submittel that the 
principle regarding preparation of the gra.lation list of Electrical Junior 
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Engineers is the same in the matter of Civil Junior Engineers also and the 
Secretary, Juniar Engineers Association , endorsed that in the light of the 
aforementioned submission , the Association is not pressiog for the gradation 
list of Civil Junior Engineers. Then the matter was a journe1 for final 
hearing and the Junior Engineers Association and the Employees Union 
submitted their argument notes respectively and the matter was taken up for 
decision . 

14. Before going into the question of clarification as per the reference 
order under Sec 36 A I will dealwith the impleadment matter. The 
Junior Engineers Asso iation is ad nittedly formed as a Trade Union in 
the vear 1966. Th : award in I. D. 13 of 1964 was assed during March 
1967 and publisheli Kerika Gazette during May 1967. It is absol.ntly 
clear that the Junior Engineers Association could have led an inploading 
petition in the original in iustrial dispute 13 of 1961 before the award was 
passed . It is also worthy to note that even this impleading Petition w.s 
filed before this court much after the reference order under Sec. 36 A was 
issued by the Government. 
15. Sec . 36A rea is as follows: 

" Power to remove d fficulties .- (!) If, in the opinion of the 
appropriate Governme.t, any difficulty or doubt arises as to the 
interpretation of any provisinn of an award or settlement, it may 
refer the question to such La or Court, Tribunal or National 
Tribunal as it may think fit . 

(2 ) The Labour Court, Tribunal or National Tribn al to 
which such question is referred shall after giving the parties :) 
opportunity of being heard , decide such question and its decision 

shall be final and binding on all such parties." 
On a careful reading of the afore-mentioned provisions of Section 36A it 
can be gathere that the provisions empower the Labour Court or the 
Tribunal to remove difficulties such as ambiguity or obscurity regarding 
the provisions in an award . Therefore the juristiction of the Tribucal is 
very limite : as far as reference under Sec . 36A is concerned. Sec. 18 (5 ) 
entitles the Tribunal, although indirectly, to implead necessary parties to 
an industrial dispute before passing the award. A reference under .cc.36 A 
cannot be considere on a rar with a reference under Sec. 10 (1) (d ) wherein 
certain issues are referred for adjudication and for an award after giving 
all opportunities to the parties to adduce their evidence both oral and 
documentary . Of course under Sec . 36A opportunity must be given to the 
parties for being hcard , but since the Tribunal is not expected to review or 
modify its own order a fresh pariy is not expected to be impleaded in the 
proceedings. It anybody is aggrieved by any of the provisions of the origi al 
award on ihemerit , the on y remedy available to the party is by inaking 
an appeal under Art. 136 of the Constitution to the Supreme Court of India . 

16. Their Lordships of the Supreme Court in their famous ruling reported 
in 1961 (2) LLJ 675 have observed that “ a grievance felt by a party against 
any provisions of the award can be ventilated only by filing an appeal and

not by adopting the procedure prescribed by Section 36A ” . They have also 
observed that obviously questioning about the propriety, correctness or 
validity of any provision ofthe award would be outside the purview of the 
enquiry contemplated by Section 36A . 

17. Here, the Junior Engineers Association , which has been formed 
during the pendency of the industrial dispute No. 13 of 196+ appears to be 
aggrieved regarding the merits of the award . But they have come before 
this court only now when this court is expected only to clarify and interpret 

provision of the award regarding one of the issues. Of course they could 
hive been impleaded in the array of parties had they been vigilant and 
stbmitted the impleading petitio . during the pendency of the adjudica 
tion in I. D. 13 of 1964. In this proceedings, viz., in the reference under 
Sec. 36A I hold that there is no provision of law which will enable me to 
implead them as an additional party. I am rot expected to go into the 
details of their grievances etc., regarding the award , since I cannot modify 
or review the award already passed , in this proceedings. It cannot be denied 
that the Tribunal is expected to give only a decision regarding this reference 
and not an award as such. The award is the original award in I. D. 13 of 
1964 and this is only a clarinication . In the light of my discussion above 
I hold that the Junior Engineers Association is not entitled to be impleaded 
in these proceedings and so dismiss the impleading petition. 

18. Regarding the interpretation of the provision of the award concerning 
the effective date from which the ratio of 5 : 3: 2 for promotion to the cadre of 
Junior Engincers, there is no ambiguity or obscurity. In the award published 
in the Kerala Gazette No. 18 dated 9th May 1967 at page 19 (para 17 ) it is 
observed that the Board has no right to make a unilateral decision concern 
ing themaintenance of the ratio of 5 : 3 :2 in the matter of appointment and 
promotion of Junior Engineers from among the degree holders, diploirates 
and certificate -holders. Therefore the decision taken by the Board on 
13-10-1962 against the principle of maintenance of ratio of 5 : 3: 2 in 
the aforesaid manner is not upheld by this court. In the light of 
this observation it is not just and reasonable for anybody to think 
that this court has ordered the continuance of the maintenance 
of the said ratio only from the date of the award . There 
is no meaning in declaring an action of a party to be unjustifiable 
and to allow it to continue for a certain period . Therefore, it is perfectly 
clear that the system which was prevalent, vi.., adhering to the ratio of 
5 :3 :2 in thematter of promotions and recruitment of Junior Engineers upto the 
date 13-10-1962 should be continued from the date on which it was disconti 
nued , viz., 13-10-1962. Therefore, I pass my decision to the effect that the 
discontinuance of the system of maintaining the ratio of 5 : 3: 2 in the matter 
of appointment and promotion of Junior Engineers with effect from 
13-10-1962 is wrong and that the said system shall be continued with effect 
from 13-10-1962. The decision ismade accordingly.

AWARD 
This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Government as per order G.O.(Rt) No. 857 /68 / 
HLD dated 7-3-1968. The only issue referred for adjudication is " bonus for 
the years 1961, 1965 and 1966" . 

2. On 30-3-1968 Shri C. A. Kurian has submitted the claim statement of 
Devicolam Estates Workers Union , Munnar, in the capacity of its General 
Secretary . The Secretary, Malanad Thottam Thozhilali Union, Munnar, 
submitted the statement for and on behalf of the said Union . The represen 
tative of No. 2 Union , viz ., the General Secretary, South Indian Plantation 
Workers Union was absent and so the Union was declared exparte. The 
Joint Secretary of the High Range Estate Workers Union . Munnar,submitted 
a petition with an affidavit with a prayer that the said Union may be included 
in the array of parties in the place of High Range Workers Union, Munnar 
since the High Range Workers Union , Munnar is defunct and the High 
Range Estate Workers Union is working in its place. This matter was 
posted for objection and hearing. Shri Joseph Chaveli submitted another 
petition accompanied with an affidavit alleging that he is the General 
Secretary of the Devicolam Estate Workers Union, Munnar and so he may 
be impleaded as a proper party in the proceedings. This was also posted 
for objection and hearing. In the meantime the General Secretary, South 
Indian Plantation Workers Union filed a petition to set aside the exparte 
order and since there was no objection on the part of the Management 
the exparte order was set aside and the Union was reinstated in the array 
of parties. Thereafter the Management filed objections against the implead 
ment of the High Range Estate Workers Union and also against the petition 
filed by Mr. Joseph Chavely in the alleged capacity of the General Secretary 
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of the Devicolam Estate Workers Union . The Devicolam -Peermade Estate 
Supervisors Association also filed an impleading petition with an affidavit and 
all the matters were posted for hearing . The learned counsel who was 
appearing for Shri Joseph Chavely applied for time on several occasions 
which were granted and finally on 31-8-1968 the learned coursel for Mr. 
Joseph Chavely submitted that he is not pressing the petition and made an 
endorsement to that effect on the petition itself. Therefore the petition filed 
by Shri Jospeh Chavely was dismissed . The learned counsel for the Manage 
ment declared that he has no objection against the impleadment of the 
Supervisors Association and therefore the Supervisors Association was also 
impleaded as Union No. 5 in the array of Unions. In the meantime the 
Government published an erratum notification in which it was stated that for 
the words " High Range Workers Union , Munna. " itmust be readas " High 
Range Estates Workers Union , Munnar " in the reference order of this 
dispute. Therefore the Union No. 4 , viz ., High Range Estate Workers 
Union and the No. 5 Union were directed to submit their claim statements 
respectively which they did accordingly. Union No. 2 has also submitted 
their claim statement. 

3. In the claim statement filed by Mr. Kurien, the General S cretary of 
Devic lam Estates Workers Union it wis contended asud:r : 

“ The workers in tea industry in the State received 9 % bonus for every 
year from 1964 to 1966 as per the decision arrived at in the Plantation 
Labour Committee meeting. This dispute concerns the workmen utached to 
the estate under K. D. H. P. Co , Lid ., Munnar. This union now demands 
20 % bonus for every year from 1964 tu 1966 for the workers from the 
Management since the Management has the financial capacity to pay the 
same" . 

4. In the claborate claim statement submitred Ly the 2nd Urion , viz., 
the South Indian Plantation Workers Union it was contended as under : 

The South Indian Plantation Workers Union , Munnar is a registered 
trade union of workers engaged in the tea plantations in Devicolam Peermade 
Taluks. Substantial majority of the workers in the arca are members of 
this Union . 

The dispute now referred for adju lication by the order of Government 
of Kerala in G. O. (Rt) No. 857/63/HLD , dated 7-3-1968 is not legal and 
bonafide. The reference made by the Government is motivated Ly political 
reasons, purely with a view to boost the slumping stock of the tr.de union 
wing of the party in power. There is no industrial dispute between the 
workmen repres nted by this Union and he Management asmentioned in 
the order of reference. 

On 28-8-1967 a settlement was arrived at under Sec . 12 ( 3) of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 and Sec. 34 (3 ) of the Paymert of Bonus Act, 
1965 regarding the question of bonus for the years 19.56, 1965 and 1966 and 
also for the year 1967. The parties to the settlement were the Management 
and the South Indian Plantation Workers Union , Devicolam Estate Workers 
Union and Devicolam - Peermade Estate Supervisors Association . 
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Even if the other small Unions are not parties to the settlement, under 
Sec . 18 ( 3 ) (d ) of the Industrial Disputes Act, a settlement reached under 
Sec. 12 (3 ) of the I. D. Act will be binding on all workers and there cannot 
be any dispute in law of any issue already covered by a settlement under 
Sec. 12 (3 ) of the I. D. Act. 

Regarding the merits of the case , all the workmen represented by the 
various Unions and even the leaders of the contesting Unions have accepted 
the amount of bonus paid to them withoui any objection and on that score 
also no industrial dispute should be referred for adjudication ." 

The GeneralSecretary co : cluded the statement after stating various other 
ohjections with a prayer that the reference may be dismissed as illegal and 
the contesting Unions may be directed to pay cost to the 2nd Union . 

5. The General Secretary of the Malanad Thottam Thozhilali Union 
asserted in his claim statementthat there are 6000 workers in the Union , 
that they were not invited for the conciliation conference on 28-8-1967 and 
the decision in the said conferer ce is not binding on them whereas the 
Management is liable to comply with the decision of the Plantation Labour 
Committee dated 30-8-1967. According to him the conciliation agreement 
is per se detrimental to the workmen as a whole and the workmen are entitled 
to 25 % bonus the relevant years. The statement was concluded by the 
Secretary with a prayer that an award may be passe 1 granting bonus at the 
rate of 25 % for cach concerned year since the Management has the capacity 
t pay the same. 

6. The Joint Secretary, High Range Estate Workers Union submitted 
the claim statement for and on behalf of the Union in which it was 
contended that the Union represents a substantial number ofworkers of the 
Management, that the years for which bonus is demanded are very 
prosperous years for the industry, that the Management hasmade huge 
profits, that the bonus now declared, viz., 84% is meagre and bears no 
relation to the profits made by the Management and that the workers are 
entitled to the maximum bonus of 20 % of their total carnings for each year. 
Itwas alleged that the settlement made with Union Nos. 1 and 2 is a bogus 
agreement and it cannot be called a conciliation settlement. 

1. Union No. 4 has also reiterated the objectionsspecified by the No. 3 
Union in ti eir claim statement and concluded with a prayer that an award 
may be passed in their favour. 

3. The General Secretary of the Supervisors Association reiterated all 
the contentions of No. 2 Union in his statement also and concluded with a 
prayer that the reference may be dismissed. 

9. In the reply statement submitted by the Mana emint, the Manage 
ment has unequivocally affirmed that the question of bonus for the relevant 
years along with certain other roaters was settled in the course of conciliation 
proceedings by a scttlement dated 29-8-967. The workmen have received 
payment in terms of the settlement. The parties to the settlement were the 
recognised Unions which represented a large majority of workmen employed 
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by the management Since the termsof settlement are binding on all the 
workmen , there is nod ispute whatsoever in respect of bonus for the years 
1964, 1965 and 1966. It was emphatically asserted that the order of 
reference, therefore, is illegal and this Tribunal has no jurisdiction ta proceed 
with the same. The Management has also asserted that the reference of 
the dispute is not in the bona fide exercise of the powers of Government 
under the provisions of the Act. The Government was aware of the 
conciliation settlement cven before the dispute was referıcd . 

Regarding the demand of No. Union for bonus to the tune of 20 % 
the Management has pointed out that since they are a party to the 
conciliation settlement, they are not entitled to raise this claim . It was also 
pointed out that the Plantation Labour Committec s decision was taken 
after the conciliation agreement was entered into let een the Management 
and the Unions. 

Regarding the statement of No. 2 Union and No. 5 Union the Manage 
ment has only endorsed their views and has not traversed their assertions. 

Regarding the statement of No. 3 Union viz., Malanad Thottam 
Thozhilali Union , the Management contended that they are not represent 
ing 6000 workers and at the most they are representing an insignificant 
number of workmen on their rolls. It was pointed out that this Union 
has never made any demand for payment of bonus and the settlement was 
entered into with the Unions who raised the dispute ; but the settlement 
binds all the workmen irrespective of their union affiliations. As far as 
No. 4 Union , viz., the High Range Estate Workers Union was concerned , 
the contention of the Management was that they have never raised any 
demand for bonus and they do not represent a substantial number of 
workmen in the Company . 

The Management has concluded their statement with a prayer that 
the question raised regarding the binding character of the memorandum 
of settlement dated 28-3-1967 and the non -existence of an industrial dispute 
for reference to adjudication may be tried as preliminary issues before 
going into the merits of the case, if found necessary. 

10. Although opportunities were given to the Unions to submit their 
replications, if any, no Union except the High Range Estate Workers 
Union has filed any replication . The High Range Estate Workers Union 
has filed a replication only after the prescribed date with a petition praying 
for sanction to admit the same, which was granted. In the said replication 
all their previous contentions were reiterated and the contentions of the 
Management were traversed . 

11. In the meantime the Management submitted a petition for decision 
on the preliminary points raised about the validity of the reference itself, 
wherein they have reiterated their contentions in the reply statement. 
Para 3 of the reply statement was repeated as such . "They have concluded 
the petition with a player that the preliminary points niay be heard and 
decided and an award passed , before going into the merits of the case, it 
found necessary . 
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12. The hearing on the preliminary points was posted to 15-3-1969 on 
which date none of the Unions filed any objections against the petition filed 
by the Management. The learned representative of the South Indian 
Plantation Workers Union and the Supervisors Association submitted that 
the said Unions have no objection . The representative of No. 1 Union viz ., 
Devicolam Estate Workers Union was absent and did not file any objection . 
The representative No. 3 Union was also absent. But the representative 
of the High Range Estate Workers Union prayed for time and so the case 
was posted to 24-3-1969. On 24-3-1969, the representative of the High 
Range Estate Workers Union was also absent and he also did not file any 
objection . Therefore the matter was taken up for award after hearing the 
learned counsel for the Management. 

13. The issue referred for adjudication is " bonus for the years 1964, 1965 
and 1966 " . The conciliation settlement is dated 28-8-1967. The Union Nos. 3 
and 4 have contended that the conciliation se tlement is a hasty decision and 
the parties could have waited for the decision of the Plantation Labour 
Committee. I am afraid , that I am not in a position to accept this contention 
as having any force, because, as could be seen , the settlement was for bonus 
for the years 1964 , 1965 and 1966 and it is really much belated . Union Nos. 3 
and 4 have no case that the Union Nos 1, 2 and 5 are Unions having no 
representative capacity . Union Nos. 3 and 4 have never rebutted the 
assertions of the other Unions that they are representing a large majority of 
the workmen working under the Management. In the light of this 
assertion the contention of the Management that the Union Nos. 3 and 4 are 
having only scrappy representation of workmen cannot be rejected. Of course 
in the conciliation conference, which was a regular conference convened as 
per Sec. 12 (3 ) of the Industrial Disputes Act, Union Nos. 3 and 4 were not 
represented . According to the Management, these Unions did not raise any 
demand regarding bonus although the bonus is for the years 1964, 1965 and 
1966. But both No.3 and No. 4 Unions have stated in their statements that 
their demands were pending before the Management at the time of the 
conciliation conference. Now , even if the statement is to be treated as true 
the rulings cited by the learned counsel for the Management would point 
out that even in the absence of certain Unions, if Unions representing the 
majority of the workmen in the concern have participated in a conciliation 
conference and effected a memorandum of settlement,then allthe other workers 
are bound by the same. Of course , as per Sec. 18 (3 ) (d ) a settlement 
arrived at in the course of conciliation proceedings under the Act, is binding 
on all persons employed in the establishment and all persons who subsequently 
become employed in the establishment or part thereof. Further, the rulings 
of the Kerala High Court reported in 1962 (2 ) LLJ 144 and the ruling of 
the Madras High Court reported in 1964 (1) LLJ 253 and the famous ruling 
of the Supreme Court reported in 1961 (1) LLJ 244 would only strengthen 
the case put forward by the Maragement. In the ruling of the Supreme 
Court Their Lordships Justic Sri P. B. Gajendragadkar , justice Sri. K. N. 
Wanchoo and Justice Sri. K. C. Das Gupta have ruled that " Sec , 18 (3 ) (d ) 
makes it clear that, where a party referred to in clause (a ) or (b ) is, 
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composed of workmen , all persons who were employed in the establishment 
or part of the establishment, as the case may be, to which the dispute relates 
on the date of the dispute and all persons who subsequently become 
cmployed in the establishment or part, would be bound by the settlement" . 
It was also held as follows: 

" In order to bind the workmen it is not necessary to show that 

the said workmen belong to the Union which was a party to the 
dispute before the conciliator. The whole policy of Sec. 18 
appears to be to give an extended operation to the settlement 
arrived at in the course of conciliation proceedings, and that is 
the object with which the four categories of persons bound by 

such settlement are specified in Sec. 18 sub -section (3 )" . 
14. The case reported under the Kerala ruling is an identical case with 
that of the instant case. In the said ruling Justice Shri C. A. Vaidialingam 
has held as follows: 

" A conciliation agreement in respect of common matters pertaining 

to the employees of the establishment though settled between onc 
Union and the Management, will be binding under Sec. 18 (3 ) 
of the Act on the employees of the establishment irrespective 
of the fact that the other employees are not members of the 
Union which signed the settlement or that they are members of 

some other Union which is not a party to the settlement." 
15. In the light ofmy fore-going discussion and the observations of Their 
Lordships of the Supreme Court and the Kerala High Court I hold that 
since there is a valid conciliation settlement regarding bonus for the years 
1964, 1965 and 1966 entered into between the Management and the 
major unions like Devicolam Estate Workers Union, South Indian Plantation 
Workers Union and the Devicolam -Peermade Estates Supervisors Associa 
tion , the question of bonus for the afore-mentioned years is fully settled . 
Further it is also admitted that all the workers have received the payment 
of bonus irrespective of their Union affiliations. Therefore, I hereby declare 
that it cannot be considered in the eye of law that there is a subsisting 
dispute between the workmen and the Management regarding bonus for 
the years 1964, 1965 and 1966. Thus I pass this award declaring that the 
memorandum of settlement dated 28-8-1967 is binding on all the workmen 
Working under the Management and that there is no subsisting industrial 
dispute between the parties as per the provisions of Industrial Disputes Act 
regarding bonus for the years 1964, 1965 and 1966 . 

This award shall come into force on the expiry of thirty days from the 
date ofits publication in the Government Gazette .

The Indian Circus Federation has been requesting the Government for 
exempting the circus shows from the levy of entertainments tax by the local 
authorities. Representations have been made to Government to exempt 
dramas and magic shows also from the payment of entertainments tax. It 
is considered necessary and appropriate to patronise the above arts by affor 
ding tax reliefs to them . It is, therefore, proposed to exempt the magic 
shows from the liability to pay entertainments tax and to subject the drama 
tic performances and the circus shows to a lump sum tax of Rs. 25 and 
Rs. 15 respectively per show . The Bill is intended to achieve the above 
object. 

FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 
The Bill , if enacted and brought into operation would not involve any 
expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of the State.

Seventeen and Ps. fifty only) 
subject to a maximum of Rs. 35 for those appearing for more than one 
group .

The examination fee should be semitted into a Government Treasury
